2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-16 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Johnson (U.S. Pub No. 2005/0021457). 

Regarding claims 1, 7-9, 12-16, Johnson teaches awarding points to a customer, the points being exchangeable for rewards. When a 
redemption is requested, Johnson teaches checking to see if there are enough points in the customer account, and if there are not, 
allowing the customer to borrow points. When the redemption takes place, the points are debited (and transferred to an "entity") 
(Paragraph 0064). 

Regarding claim 2, Johnson teaches calculating an amount of borrowed reward points needed based on the amount currently in the 
account (Paragraph 0064). The amount currently in the account is based on purchase history. Thus, the amount of borrowed reward 
points needed is based on purchase history. 

Regarding claims 3-6, 10, 1 1, Johnson teaches a time period to re-earn borrowed points, and should that time period be exceeded, a 
payment of a fee (Paragraph 0064).
